PE ATURAL HISTORY, though both an ufeful and 
ornamental branch of education, is feldom cultivated 
with that ardour, or ranked fo high in the eftimation of 
thofe who fuperintend the inftruction of youth, as its real 
importance deferves. When young, we have a great pro- 
penfity to contemplate the works of Nature. Curiofity is 
then ftrong, and the objects of gratification are innumer- 
able. Inftead of neglecting this early propenfity, it ought 
to be cherifhed, and made the foundation of ufeful know- 
ledge, and of elegant amufement, It is unneceffary to in- 
ftitnte a comparifon between the utility of Natural Hiftory 
and that of the other fciences; for it is the fource from 
which they are derived. The extent of the fubject, the 
immenfe number of technical terms, definitions, and phrafes 
of barbarous Latinity, employed by fyftématic writers, 
are, perhaps, the chief caufes which have hitherto preven- 
ted a more general attention to the ftudy of Nature. 

About twelve years ago, in a converfation with the late 
refpectable and ingenious Lord Kaimes, upou the neglect 
of natural knowledge, his Lordthip faggefted the ides of 
compofing a book.on the Philofophy of Natural Hiftory. He 
propofed, that the productions of Nature, which are almoft 
infinite, fhould, inftead of being treated of individually, be 
arranged under gencral heads; that, in each of thefe divi- 
fions, the known faéts, as well as reafonings, fhould be 
colleéted and medothifed in the form of regular difcourfes ; 
that as few technical terms as poffible thould be employed ; 
and that all the ufeful and amufing views arifing from the 
different fubjects, fhould be exhibited in fuch a manner as 
to convey both pleafure and information. ; 

This tafk his Lordthip was pleafed to think me not al- 
together unqualified to attempt. The idea pleafed me. I 
thought, that a work of this kind, if properly exccuted, 
might excite a tafte for examining the various objects which 
every where folicit our attention. A habit of obfervation 
refines our feelings. It isa fource of interefting amufe- 
ment, prevents ide or vicious propenfities, and exalts the 
mind to a Jove of virtue and of rational entertainment. I 
likewife refleéted, that many men of real learning and abi- 


lities often betray an ignorance, on the mof common fub- ° 


jets of Natural Hiftory, which is painful to remark. 

Since the above period, I have been occafionally em- 
ployed in collecting and digefting materials from the moft 
refpectable fources. ‘Thefe materials are interfperfed with 
fuch obfervations and reflections as occurred to me from 
perufing the muitifarious fubjeéts of which | have ventured 
to treat. I knew that a deliberate examination of the nu- 
merous writers, from Ariftotle downwards, would require a 
confiderable portion of time. The interruptions of bufinefs, 
however, the tranflating,of a work fo voluminous as the 
Najural Hiftory of the Count de Buffon, and other circumftan- 
ees, which it is unneceflary to mention, rendered my pro- 
grefs flower than | wifhed. I am now, however, fo far 
advanced, as, with much diffidence, to fubmit my labours 
to public opinion. 

An enumeration of the Principal Contents will, perhaps, 
convey a more clear idea of the nature of the performance 
than a multiplicity of words. But I thought it would not 
be improper to prefix a fhort account of the circumftances 
and motives which induced ‘me to engage in an undertaking 
fo extenfive, fo ufeful, and fo difficult to perform with to- 
lerable fuccefs.

She had been previoufly in- 
ilvaéted in the Englith language, and by her con- 
verlation in the Britith Court, foon acquired the 
pronounciation nearly equal to a native, and fronr 
her coming over was gradaally more and more at- 
tached to Britain. 

Her elder fiftér, And, was married in 173%, to 
the late Prince of Orange; and Princefs Amelia, 
who was then near 23 years old, was propofed as a 
wife to feveral Princes of Germany 5 but the decli- 
ned as much as pollible every propofal, and chofe 
rather to remain fingle in England than to leave it 
for any foreign court. The fecret hiftory of that 
period, indeed, fays, that thefe refufals did not arife 
fo much from her diflike to the Princes of the Con- 
tinent, as from her attachment to a late Scots Noble- 
man; which was no fooner known to her Royal 
father, but the Peer was fent Ambaflador to Rufha 
as a kind of an honourable exile, till her paffion for 
him might be worn out. However, the Princefs, 
difguited with this meafure, openly declared fhe 
would never confent to marry ~nay, that fhe might 
not be forced into any matrimonial connexion, un- 
der the colour of political intereft, the even fubmit- 
ted to an imputation on her charaéter, and tacitly 
agreed to a report that a tender connexion had taken 
place between the Earl and the Princefs, of which a 
living proof then’ exifted, However true or falfe 
this report might have been, it had the defired effect, 
in putting a total ftop to all future propofals of mar- 
riage. 

The fcandalous chronicle then pointed out the
